QUEER NATURAL HISTORY. 


Some Curious Eighteenth Century De­ 
scriptions of Animals. 
Some curious specim ens of folklore 
and natural history are contained In a 
rare book called •‘The Sportsman’s 
Dictionary,” which was published to­ 
ward the end of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury. 
The author was evidently a 
Philistine among Philistines In his at­ 
titude toward nature. 
Of the master musician, the black­ 
bird, he says: 
‘‘This bird is known by all persons 
and Is better to be eaten than kept, 
being much sweeter to the palate 
when dead and well roasted than to 
the ear while living; sings about three 
months In the year, or four at most, 
though his song is worth nothing, but 
lf he be taught to whistle he is of 
some value, being very loud, though 
coarse.” 
And here Is a story of the squirrel 
with the ring in it of the seventeenth 
even more than the eighteenth cen­ 
tury. 
It reminds one of the hares of 
Izaak Walton, that changed their sex­ 
es once a year: 
“If what Is reported of them be true 
the admirable cunning of the squirrel 
appears in her (where we commonly 
use ‘his’ when the sex need not be 
specified 
our 
ancestors 
often 
used 
‘her’) swimming or passing over a riv­ 
er, for when she is constrained by 
hunger so to do she seeks out some 
rind or small bark of a tree, which she 
sets upon the water and then goes into 
it, and, holding up her tail like a sail, 
lets the wind drive her to the other 
side and carries meat in her mouth 
to prevent being famished by the 
length of the voyage.” 
Of the wild boar we have this: “And 
what place soever he bites, whether 
man or dog, the heat of his teeth causes 
inflammation in the wound. 
If there­ 
fore he does but touch the hair of a 
dog he burns off—nay, huntsmen have 
tried the heat of his teeth by laying 
hairs on them as soon as he was dead, 
and they have shriveled up as lf touch­ 
ed with a hot iron.”

Following Rebuff Administered to the 
Colonel by the “Old Guard” in New 
York, It Is Stated Positively Through 
Well Informed Sources at Oyster 
Bay, That Mr. Roosevelt and the 
President Have Broken. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. IS.—Follow­ 
ing the rebuff that the New York Re­ 
publican state committee administered 
to Mr. Roosevelt Wednesday, in turn­ 
ing him down for the temporary chair­ 
manship of the convention and select­ 
ing in his stead Vice President Sher­ 
man, it can be stated positively that 
Roosevelt and Mr. Taft have broken. 
The action of the committee, which 
Mr. Sherman characterized as a vic­ 
tory for the administration, has has­ 
tened a break between the colonel and 
the president, which had been expect­ 
ed for a long time by those who have 
watched Mr. Roosevelt since his re­ 
turn from Africa. 
There is no doubt 
of it now. 
From reliable sources it can be stat­ 
ed that the turning down of Roosevelt 
came as a result of a reported deal 
between the administration and mem­ 
bers of the New York state committee 
whereby the old guard would hand 
over its delegates to Taft In 1912 in 
return for the administration’s back­ 
ing in the forthcoming campaign. Con­ 
ferences between the president and 
Woodruff, Ward and Sherman follow­ 
ed the defeat of the direct nomina­ 
tions bill which Roosevelt indorsed. 
Mr. Roosevelt himself has made no 
move since he got back that is con­ 
strued as an attack against the admin­ 
istration, but the colonel has done a 
whole lot of thinking. 
He found that 
many of “my policies” were not being 
carried out. 
His friend Pinchot was 
removed, ideas that he had entertain­ 
ed in regard to the tariff had been dis­ 
regarded, and there were other things. 
Those who are close to Mr. Roosevelt 
say that since he has broken away 
from the administration all he will do 
will be to pursue the same policy he 
p u rs e d before he went away from 
the White House. He will pick up the 
thread at the point he dropped it. 
He will look forward and not back­ 
ward. 
In his speeches on the forth­ 
coming western trip It is very likely 
that Mr. Roosevelt will define his po­ 
sition, at least in part, but it is certain 
that he will be understood within the 
next few months. 
When he learned that the machine 
had dumped him the colonel was not 
surprised. 
The brief statement he is­ 
sued defined his attitude in only a 
small degree. 
He had luncheon with 
William L. Ward, national committee­ 
man from Newr York, and he told Ward 
that he understood the whole situa­ 
tion. 
At various times State Chair­ 
man Timothy L. Woodruff, Vice Presi­ 
dent Sherman and Mr. Ward had con­ 
ferred with President Taft. 
It is thought here that the question 
of direct primaries had as much if not 
more to do with the severing of rela­ 
tions between the president and Roos­ 
evelt than any other one factor. 
The 
defeat of the direct nominations bill, 
indorsed by Roosevelt, took Woodruff 
to Beverly. 
He talked with Mr. Taft. 
It was then, according to the same 
sources, here that the state chairman 
promised the New* York delegates for 
1912 in return for the backing of the 
administration in this state. 
Since 
that time Mr. Roosevelt’s recommen­ 
dation that a progressive platform in 
Ohio be adopted was ignored. 
His 
nephew. Theodore D. Robinson, was 
beaten at the priamries for the con­ 
gressional nomination from the coun­ 
ties of Herkimer and Oneida. He was 
whipped by the machine with which 
Mr. Sherman has been identified. 
Just what the results of this hiatus 
between President Taft and Mr. Roos­ 
evelt will be it is hard to figure at 
present. 
The colonel is not going to 
criticise Mr. Taft, and whatever he 
says will have reference to the future 
and not to bygones. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
says that he does not know what he 
will do in regard to the Saratoga con­ 
vention. 
It is likely that he will at­ 
tend as a delegate. 
He is in the fight 
again. 


DAHLMAN SEEMS TO 
HAVE WON HIS RAGE 


Returns In Nebraska Still In­ 


complete, 


Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 38.—While re­ 
turns on the state primary are still in­ 
complete, it is practically certain that 
C. H. Aldrich has defeated A. E. Cady 
for the Republican gubernatorial nom­ 
ination, while E. J. Burkett wins the 
senatorial nomination over O. O. Wile* 
don by a vote of nearly 2 to I. Con­ 
gressman G. M. Hitchcock defeats R. 
L. Metcalfe, editor of Bryan’s Com­ 
moner, by approximately 3 to I for the 
Democratic senatorial nomination. 
Governor Shallenberger has so far 
declined to admit his defeat for re­ 
nomination by the Democrats, but the 
returns from outside the cities of Lin­ 
coln and Omaha, carried by Dahlman 
by about 5,500, show consistent gains 
for Dahlman. 
If the present ratio of 
gain is maintained by Dahlman he will 
win by probably 5,000. 
One curious 
feature of the primary results is that 
Dahlman carried Lincoln by 400 votes, 
notwithstanding one of the planks of 
his platform is the removal of the 
state capitol from Lincoln to a more 
centrally located city. 
In the First 
congressional district William 
Hay­ 
ward, secretary of the Republican na­ 
tional committee, won on an anti-Can­ 
non platform and will be pitted against 
Congressman Maguire at the election.

“WTell, I’m goin g to take it in the 
in terest of harmon y.” 
“Will the platform of the con ven tion 
in d orse Presid en t Taft?” 
“I thin k it will. I thin k it will be a 
straight-out Republican platform in ­ 
d orsin g the presid en t.” 
“Will it be a ‘clean -cut progressive’ 
platform, as suggested by Colon el 
Roosevelt?” 
The vice presid en t looked quizzical­ 
ly over his eye-glasses for a min ute, 
pon d ered for an other, an d said : 
“It 
will be a clean -cut Republican plat­ 
form.” He laid emphasis this time on 
the word Republican . 
Mr. Sherman was n ot willin g to d is­ 
cuss the possibilities of the d ifficulty.

While 
it was n ot said so blun tly, it is un ­ 
d erstood that Mr. Sherman acquiesced 
in the d ecision to cen sure Un cle Joe. 
The politician s here who have been 
swin gin g over to the belief that the 
attempt at reorgan ization of the party 
would fall flat an d that Un cle Joe was 
n ot to be harmed , were d iscon certed 
by this an n oun cemen t. 
A statemen t 
from someon e close to the presid en t is 
said to be in course of preparation . 
Presid en t Taft was asked to prepare a 
letter for the use of the Republican 
con gression al committee. 
The presi­ 
d en t con sen ted . Mr. Sherman left him 
a mass of d ata an d it was said that the 
letter should be forthcomin g in a few 
d ays. 
Outsid e 
of the 
presid en t’s 
speech at Carn egie Hall. New York, on 
the 30th of September, this letter is to 
be his person al con tribution to the 
campaign . 
Mr. Sherman is con vin ced 
that the fall campaign is to be fought 
out on con servative issues.

old guard apparen tly s© far as issues 
are con cern ed , come what may to cab­ 
in et officers an d speakers an d others.
